. Scientists at the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin¬ 
istration's "Ames Research 
center here made the Identi- 
■llcatlon which they said may 
provide a new time sequence 
for the orisin of life on earth. 

Amino acids, one of the 
principal constituents of living 
tells, were found in abun¬ 
dance in a meterorite which 
fell near Murchloon, Victoria, 
Australia, on Sept. 28, 1969, 
according to Dr. Cyril A. 
.Ponnamperuma. who headed 
the Ames team. 

The find, he said, is prob¬ 
ably the First conclusive proof 
of. extraterrestrial chemical 
evolution, the chemical pro- 
'cesses which precede.the ori¬ 
gin of life, 

: The theory of chemical evo¬ 
lution, it was explained, states 
(hat various types of energy 
^scharges caused the basic 
elements of the primordial 
universe to evolve' into in¬ 
creasingly complex chemical 
molecules. 


life, according to the theory. 

But while the amino acids are 
the basic constituents of Uviog 
cells, those found in the Murchi¬ 
son meteorite do not appear to 
be of biological origin, the Ames 
scientists pointed out. 

Nevertheless, the discovery of 
nonbiological amino acids in the 
,meteorite, confirmed by a bat¬ 
tery of laboratory tests, shows, 
according to Dr. Ponnampe¬ 
ruma: 

—That the building blocks of 
life, such as amino acids, can 
form by chemical means in na¬ 
ture. 

—That; these complex mole¬ 
cules can form away from earth 
in ot.ser parts of the Sotar Sys¬ 
tem and presumably elsewhere 
in the universe. 

—That the discovery appears 
to set a time sequence. 

This sequence was related to 
the scientific belief that the 
planets of the Solar System, in¬ 
cluding the earth, formed -1.5 
billion years ago from an inter¬ 
stellar gas cloud. 

The Murchison meteorite also 
is believed to be (.9 billion years, 
old, like virtually all other mete¬ 
orites — a Class ll carbo¬ 
naceous chondrite of a type that 
apparently originates in the as¬ 
teroid belt between Mars and 
Jupiter.

Even.Qay Sees

“Venus is extremely brilliant at 
this time,” said Dr. Franklin Bran- 
1 e y chairman of the Hayden 
Planetarium at the American Mu¬ 
seum of Natural History. “And 
invariably, when people see it, they 
think they see it move, jump around 
and carry on in all sorts of erratic 
behavior. It’s probably due to

A jcicncc in.-triiclnr nt Clark Cniipcc has ricvpinpcd a no.w 
theory of mapiotism which he says can explain how unidenti¬ 
fied flying nbjcris (UFOs) could actually be spacecraft from 
another solar sysicm. 

Eucene H. Burt, assistant director of the Ooperativc Gen¬ 
eral Science Project at Ihe Atlanta school, has published a 
book, "UF’Os and Diamapnelism,” on his theory in which he 
supgesl.s that advanced alien civilizations could be using a 
form of magncti.sm lo power inler.stellar craft. 

Burt, a native of Memphis and a graduate of North Texas , 
State University, .said he neither believes nor di.shclicvcs in the 
existence of UFOs, hut said he has dcvelnpcd a'"working hy-‘ 
polhcsi.s" which could explain the sightings by people around . 
the world. 

"f believe enough in my fellow man that when whole com¬ 
munities report seeing objects, I must accept their observa- 
Uons as cv'idcncc," Burt said in an interview at his office. 


BUBT, WHO WAS A representative of a scientific company 
before coming to Clark College, a lAit of the Atlanta Univer¬ 
sity Center, turned to the tiniest areas of the universe—atomic 
particles—to find, his theory of how travel over trillions of 
mites of space could be possible. 

The O-ycar-old educator has developed a hypothesis that 
involves an inversion of magnetic fields surrounding a flow of 
current when the current is positive. Tliis inversion, he feels, 
results in the existence of a rcpul.sive force which has nothing 
to do with ortUnary magnetic attraction and repulsion, and 
does not exhibit "north’! and "south" poles. 

Using this repulsive force, Burt said, spacecraft could ' 
power Uiemselvcs away from planetary masses, perhaps 
‘‘bounce" off the conventinnal magnetic fields of other bodies, 
and reach sufficient .speeds to travel near the speed of light. 

"A lot of this sounds far out," Burt said, “but 50 years ago 
or less a lot of our speculations about nuclear energy sounded 
pretty far out." ^ ‘ 

BURT ADMITTED ITE HAS not been able to get much sup- 
. port for his theory, since most physicists believe his new "in- 
' verted" field is the same as the already-known “reversed" 

'' field, which does not exhibit any properties like the repulsive 
force he suggests. 

■ ‘T still see the possibility of a difference,” Burt insists. 

' His theory of a rcpul.sive force al.sn explains why most pco- 
. pie who have sighted UFOs report the objects were silent. The 
force, he said, acts on all particles, including the atoms in air 
•molecules; when they are pushed away from the craft, a vac- 
. • uum is.formcd, and any sounds the craft might be making cam 
. • not travel through the vacuum. 

Burt said his theory of the repulsive magnetic force could 
'•Iso explain the strange properties of the tails of comets, 

■ which always project away from the sun, even if that means lo ; 
V front of the comet’s path of travel. 

•r. "THE PREkSEiNT THEORIES explain this as a result of 
_. wlar pressure," he said, “but solar prc.ssure is very weak. But 
. if you go along with the theory that a diamagnetic force is ere- ' 

. ' •led by the solar winds (which he said are flows of positive 
currents), you could explain it." 

•; Burt said he hopes the publication of his book will convince 
someone with the equipment and ability to test his theory. . 
"Tne simplest way of testing it would be to use a linear accel- 
■. eralor to create a positive current, then determine whether the 
. positive current creates the diamagnetic field,” he s.nid.

THE SUFOI NEWSLETTER Ihlt lime wants 
lo present to you a much discussed ob^ 
tervotion, which has been mentioned 
thoroughly in most Scandinovian news* 
papers. 

The UFO near Hodorslev 

The observolion of police officer Evald 
Hanson Maorup has boen graduolly 
known by most people through the re* 
ports In the newspopers. Still we give a 
dotoilod report, as the occounts in the 
popers in severol cases hove been inoc* 
curote. The some thing has to bo soid 
about-the TY*news' treotment of the case. 

The observotion occurred on august 
13 ot 10.^ p.m. At the time Maorup 
was travelling in a police cor at his 
woy home to his house ot Knud. The 
event occurred while he was driving be* 
tween Kobdrup ond Fjelstrup, and wos 
on his way downhill to a smoll hollow o 
few hundred metres from a T-junction, 
where tho Hodcrslev-Fjelslrup rood is 
crossing the rood to Kapdrup. Tho site 
of the observotion is 8-10 km to the North 
of Hoderslev. 

Maorup soys: .1 was driving olone in 
my FKitrol cor on thursdoy at opproxi* 
motely 10.50 p.m. Suddenly the cor wos 
svrrounded by a bright bluish-white light, 
and at the same time the cor engine stop¬ 
ped. The lights of the cor olso disoppea* 
red, oven the light of the ignition. I drove 
oside the rood ond stopped. The bright 
neonlike light outside was so dazzling, 
that I could see nothing. With my orm 
hiding my eyes - to protect them ogoinst 
the light-I succeeded in groping my woy 
to tho radio. V/hen I got the microphone 
ond tried to coll the stotion, it oppeared, 
thot tho radio was just os .dcod' os ony 
of tho electric installations in the cor." 

The observer continues: .The tempera¬ 
ture inside the-cor was increasing ond it 
become ploosontly hot. How hot I cannot 
tel), but it could be compared to the heat 
you foci, when you drive ogoinst the sun 
on o summer doy', Maorup tells. 

•After o white the light wos rising, it 
wos o conical light with o diometer in tho 
bottom of 4-5 metres. When I wos ben¬ 
ding forwards and looking up, I could 
see, thot the light cone ended ot tho bot¬ 
tom of o big grey thing. Not o sound y/o$ 
hcord from the thing.” (See sketches). 

•After o fev/ seconds the light was 
•drown* into the thing. It is difficult to 
explain how; the light wos not extingui¬ 
shed, but the botto.m of the light wos ri¬ 


sing, so thot it became dark under the 
cone. (See sketch). It took obout 5 mi¬ 
nutes for tho light to be drown up. I stop¬ 
ped out of the car and saw, how the lost 
remnant of the light cone disappeared 
Into tho bottom of the thing in a hole 
with Q diometer of quite a metre.* 



•When the light had disoppeored into 
the thing, this storted moving. In o few 
seconds it vonished vertically in the air. 
It occelleroted strongly - still without o 
sound. When the object moved away, all 
lights in tho electric system of the cor re¬ 
turned. I tried to start and it started quite 
normally, just os I ogoin was oblo to get 
in touch with the stotion. I reported to 
the station, whot I hod experienced.* 
The police officer goes on with his re¬ 
port: .Before I stepped out of the cor, I 
hod taken three pictures with tho foslo- 
ned comcro of the petrol cor. Now I took 
three more photographs of the highwoy, 
which wos lit up by my headlights. Ho¬ 
nestly speoking, I hove no idea at what 
time of the c»bser\-Qtion 1 took the first 
three photographs,* Moorup soys, .but 
instinctively I must hove pulled the re- 
loose of the comcro, - presumobly during 
the -lost port of the observation.* 

Tho Comoro is o Joponese product, FU- 
JAXA. It is copoble of taking obout one 
picture per second ond hos outomolic 
delivery of the film, so thot the film is 
moving one picture ohood, os soon os 
the photo has been token. Also il has ou- 
iomollc diophrogm. The pictures was to¬ 
ken with o Ncopon $S film. 


.Having talked to the station I once 
more stepped out of the cor to see, if 
there were residues or trails of thing in 
the area oround the cor, but I found no¬ 
thing. While I was collecting myself o 
litlle, I loid my bond on the front mud- 
guord ond could feel, that it wos still hot. 
Besides I will note, that the cor is an 
almost brand-new Ford Zodiac (^-cylinder 
engine) ond thot it is in o good technical 
ihope. It has hod no tochnicol problems 
either before or after tho observotion.' 

' .After a while on oncoming car passed, 
but I hod no intention of slopping it, be¬ 
cause ^ere wos no more to be seen.* 
•If I should describe the thing', Moorup 
soys, .1 con only say, that it was circular 
and obout 10 metres in diameter seen 
from my position obliquely from below. 

It hod o iuminious hole in the bottom, 
from whore the cone of light come out. 
This hole wos quite one metre in dia¬ 
meter, consequently obout 1/10 of the to- 
t|l diometer of the thing. Tho object had 
wo extensions or domes ot the under¬ 
side. These were about V /2 metres in dia¬ 
meter. When I sow the thing through the 
windscreen, I will estimate It wos so near 
os 20 metres oway from me.* 

When Moorup came home, his wife 
thought he looked pole, and he told her 
obout tho event. The observer hod no 
intention of publishing the report. The 
next day, when he hod the film develo¬ 
ped and sow, that something oppeored 
on it, he delivered the film to the Air 
Force ot the oir bose ot Skrydstrup. From 
here tho report leoked out to the press.
